All records for attendance and 
receipts seem likely to be broken 
by the Wistaria Fete this year. 
Perfect weather and favhrable 
conditions to show the glories 
of the great wistaria vine in its 
fullest beauty have combined to 
attract throngs which increase 
day by day. 

Reliable estimates of the num¬ 
ber of people visiting the vine at 
the home of Mrs. Fennel are dif¬ 
ficult to make. The register had 
been signed by *>t Jpast 5 000 peo¬ 
ple at the close of business Thurs¬ 
day night. Probably not more 
than half the people actually sign 
the register. 

How the fame of Sierra Madre 
is spread by the throngs which 
come to the Wistaria Fete is in¬ 
dicated by a glance at the pages 
of the registers. Practically ev¬ 
ery state in the union and every 
province of Canada is represent¬ 
ed. Present indicationns are that 
every foreign country of impor¬ 
tance will be represented also. Al¬ 
ready there are names of people 
from England, France, Germany, 
Holland, Italy, Argentine, Hawaii, 
Japan and China. 

The hospitality of the Woman’s 
club which helps to make a visit 
to the vine so pleasant for guests 
is the cause of frequent approv¬ 
ing comment. The delicious food 
served, and the novelty of attrac¬ 
tive articles offered for sale add 
to the enjoyment of the trip for 
tourists. Many of these come 
for the first time, but a surpris¬ 
ingly large number report that 
have been here year after year. 

Gross daily receipts around $500 
and $000 are reported by the lad¬ 
ies, indicating a splendid out¬ 
come for the event for the hard 
work involved. To ennumerate 
the people who are helping to 
make the alFair a success would 
require a list of substantially the 
entire woman’s club membership 
with the addition of a large num¬ 
ber of friends, including a lot of 
merchants and other men.

Lots 
of buildings that used to stand 
out conspicuously are now hidden 
completely by the big trees.” 

Some people have an idea that 
tree planting isn’t worth while 
because it takes so long to get 
returns. But ten years is not 
long in the life of a town or a 
piece of property. Tree growth 
is so gradual that those of us [ 
who are on the scene do not no- ! 
tire it like someone who observes 
at long intervals. An occasional 
reminder like Cabot Yerxa gives 
is worth passing along, as a stim¬ 
ulus to more tree planting. Now 
is the time.

Heavy Rains 
Have Fallen 
At Hoegee’s 

Billie Murphy, proprietor of Hoe- 
gee’s Camp, gives some interest¬ 
ing figures for the season’s rain¬ 
fall at the camp which is located 
on Winter Creek, just southeast 
1 of the precipitous face of Mt. 
Wilson. The total for the season 
since Oct. 1 has been 26.38 inches. 
Since Jan. 1, 17.08 inches have 
j fallen, and the last storm alone 
i brought 4.48 inches. 

This sounds like a lot of water. 
But it should be remembered that 
the average annual rainfall for 
Sierra Madre over a period of 
more than 80 years is just about 
25 inches. The rainfall to date 
is only about half the normal 
I amount. The disparity in pre¬ 
cipitation between the mountain 
and foothill region is also strik¬ 
ingly shown. In other words, 
“the higher you go the harder it 
falls.”

Islands Part of America 

The Virgin islands in the Carih 
bean sea were purchased from Den 
mark for $25,000,000. The pur¬ 
chase was made during the World 
war to shut Germany out of a pos¬ 
sible submarine base. But negotia¬ 
tions for the islands had gone on 
Intermittently for a half century. 
Secretary Seward first opened the 
question with Denmark at the close 
of the Civil war. Denmark agreed, 
the purchase was arranged and the 
king bade farewell to his subjects, 
then Sumner in the senate killed 
the ratification of the treaty. On 
another occasion negotiations pro 
reeded to a final stage, only to be 
rejected by the Danish parliament. 
The price paid amounted to about 
$300 an acre for land worth for 
peace-time purposes possibly $20 
nn aore.—Kansas City Star. 


Only a Few 
Days Remain 
For Returns 

Next Monday is the date when 
federal income tax returns -must 
be in the hands of the collector 
of internal revenue. 

All forms for reporting 1025 
income have been released and 
are now in the hands of taxpay¬ 
ers, Collector of Internal Revenue 
Rex B. Goodcell announced yester¬ 
day. 

Form 1040 for reporting net in¬ 
come of more than. $5000 has just 
been sent out. Taxpayers report¬ 
ing on Form 1010 and domestic 
corporations have been granted an 
extension of time until May 15 on 
the condition that tentative re¬ 
turns are filed by March 15 and 
one-fourth of the estimated tax 
paid. 

Collector Goodcell said that tax¬ 
payers filing on Form 1040-A will 
be granted extensions in cases of 
illness, absence from home or 
other specified causes. Applica¬ 
tion for such extensions must he 
made to the collector. 

More than a hundred deputy 
collectors have been assigned to 
j the work of handling the vast 
number of taxpayers seeking ad¬ 
vice and aid in preparing their re¬ 
turns. 

Only seven days of the filing 
period remain during which at 
least 200,000 returns must be 
filed. Owing to the delay in en¬ 
acting the new revenue bill the 
filing time was reduced to ap¬ 
proximately one month instead of 
three and a half months as here¬ 
tofore. 

“Owing to the short filintr per¬ 
iod taxpayers are urged to file at 
once as the congestion that will 
characterize the closing days will 
result in much inconvenience to 
taxpayers and we are trying to 
reduce this to a minimum,” Col¬ 
lector Goodcell stated.

Arcadia Journal: Action to re- 
j duce city business licenses rrom 
$18 to $12 a year, retroactive 
from Jan. 1, was taken at the 
last meeting of the Arcadia city 
council. 

Following numerous requests 
from individuals and also from 
the Arcadia Realty Board, who 
claimed that the high license fee 
was detrimental to the best in- 
j terests of the city, the ordinance 
| committee after due consideration | 
decided upon the reduction. 

It was claimed the higher rate 
kept outside realty men from ban- j 
dling Arcadia property, thus les- j 
| sening activity in Arcadia real es¬ 
tate business. 

This puts the license back to 
• the figure which prevailed prior 
to two years ago, when it was 
1 raised after months of discussion 
1 among the merchants and the ul- t 
| timate passage of an ordinance j 
| at that time. j 

The reduction applies to all i 
mercantile and other businesses, 
which now pay $1S, a few excep¬ 
tions such as peddlers, clairvoy- 
| ants and special classifications be¬ 
ing kept at the fee stipulated in 
| the ordinance.
